Agawam is a good toWn with 
great potential. Unfortunately, 
wc have several serious problems 
facing us. Our tax rate has in¬ 
creased $27 in two years; and 
we are told the best we can ex¬ 
pect is to curb further increases. 
Our schools are already crowd¬ 
ed — and we must make pro¬ 
visions for additional space for 
kindergarten in 1973. The Dept, 
of Public Works is badly in need 
of a "proper garage and a larger 
storage area for equipment. Rub¬ 
bish collections should give a 
more complete service. Our Police 
Dept, facilities are inadequate 
and outdated. We need more 
youth programs — and possibly a 
teen center. 

These are but a few of the 
problems Agawam is faced with. 
In each case there is a solution— 
but these solutions necessitate 
spending money which results in 
higher tiixes. I do not claim that 
I can solve our problems without 
spending money — but I can as¬ 
sure you I will dedicate myself 
to taking prompt action as 
economically and efficiently as 
possible. 

One reason our taxes are up 
is l>ecause for the past several 
years (and, in fact, at this very 
writing) Selectmen have played 
politics with the most important 
committee in town the Finance 
Committee . They have plac<‘d 
friends on this committee and re¬ 
moved dedicated workers. At 
town meeting they have failed to 


support the Finance Committee 
which works so hard to maintain 
fiscal balance. If elected, I pront- 
ise to place the most highly quali¬ 
fied people on this committee, 
and to give them my full sup¬ 
port.
